“There is no feeling of remorse at 
the killing of this man. 
Under simi­ 
lar circumstances I should do precise­ 
ly the same thing again. 
It was the 
only thing to d o .” 
This was the assertion Tuesday of 
Dr. 
Benjamin Franklin 
Schappelle, 
teacher of Romance languages at the 
U niversity of Pennsylvania ami a pro­ 
fessor at Gettysburg College 
from 
1911-1916. 
When he killed his first burglar, he 
is convinced He saved the lives of him­ 
self, Hugh R. Robins, 
the student 
who 
awakened 
him, 
and 
possibly 
others. 
The slain burglar has been identi­ 
fied by a former 
roommate as An­ 
thony William Holfelner, of Buffalo, 
a student in the University of Penn­ 
sylvania Medical School. 
More than 
$2000 worth 
of clothing, 
jewelry, 
phonograph records and other articles 
were found in Holfelner’s room which, 
according to Philadelphia police, posi­ 
tively identifies him as the man who 
has been robbing University of Penn­ 
sylvania fraternity houses for more 
than three months. 
Holfelner, who invaded the frater­ 
nity house where 
Professor Schap­ 
pelle lives, had come there prepared 
to do murder if trapped. 
The thief 
had built up 
his courage 
with co­ 
caine, the professor believes, and that 
was why he was able to stagger forty 
yards from the house 
after he had 
been pierced by a bullet and had brok­ 
en his arm 
and leg in a leap from 
window to alleyway. 
“ For the smallest fraction of an 
instant,” said Professor Schappelle, 
“ I seemed to catch a glimpse of the 
m an’s eyes. 
They were as merciless 
and as murderous 
as was his voice. 
I had the only revolver

States raised

house, arrived 
in Waynesboro

went into conference with officials of 
the Landis Tool company relative to 
getting their product moving toward 
Germany once more. 
Mr. Garstens had represented the 
Landis Tool company before the war 
and was also connected with the New 
York office of Schutte and Company, 
which concern handled the product of 
the Landis 
company and of 
many 
other machinery concerns in the Unit­ 
ed States, with offices, besides New 
York, in Paris and Berlin. 
Neither 
he 
nor the officials 
of 
the Landis Tool company are prepared 
to state 
for publication 
what they 
contemplate in 
the line of 
moving 
their machinery to Germany, but the 
very fact that a representative of a 
German concern arrived in Waynes­ 
boro so soon 
after letting the 
bars 
down is evidence of the desire of that 
country to get back to old relations as 
soon as possible. 
Up to the date of the outbreak of 
the war the I^indis Tool company, as 
well as other Waynesboro manufac­ 
tories, did an extensive business with 
European countries. 
This, of course, 
was almost entirely cut off when the 
United States entered the war. 
Naturally, the loss of this business 
was not felt in Waynesboro while the 
war was in progress, for the factories 
were worked to capacity on war ma­ 
terial. 
This was shut off to a large 
extent after the armistice was signed, 
but in the rearrangem ent of schedules 
little change was noticed by the work­ 
ers. 
AII the shops there did a large busi­ 
ness abroad before the war, especial­ 
ly with France. 
It is likely that in a 
short time this will fa* renewed with 
increased vigor, not only because of 
the amount 
of machinery that 
was 
destroyed during the fighting but also 
because for nearly five years no new 
material has been shipped abroad. 
The first order 
from the German 
government to be 
placed in America 
since the lifting of the embargo, was 
received Tuesday to the C. O. Meads 
Tobacco Company, of Red Lion. 
The 
transaction involves $1,000,000 
and 
is for between six and seven million 
pounds of tobacco. 
The Meads Com­ 
pany has accepted the order 
condi­ 
tionally. 
The order was based on six 
months accommodation, with security 
offered 
by the German government, 
and the money deposited in a German 
bank.

JAPAN IN MIDST 
OF RICE SCANDAL 


Startling Disclosures May 
Made in Foreign 
Relations.

Washington, July 16—Japan is in 
th® throes of a great murder sensa­ 
tion which promises to uncover 
a 
national scandal in connection with 
the rice administration, according to 
advices from Tokio. 
As a result of 
police investigation, 
Ken 
Yamada, 
bachelor of agriculture, 
an official 
of the foreign rice bureau 
in 
the 
Department of Agriculture and Com­ 
merce, 
is charged with 
conspiring 
with Soso Watanabe, his friend and 
fellow graduate, who lived with him, 
to murder Benzo Susuki, a wealthy 
rice merchant of Yokohama, on the 
night of May 31. 
Yamada took 
a bribe 
of 50,000 
yen ($25,000) from Suzuki 
on May 
24, promising to have the latter ap­ 
pointed as an agent of the govern­ 
ment to deal in foreign rice, accord­ 
ing to the Tokio press. 
Developments 
subsequent 
to the 
murder indicate that startling 
dis­ 
closures of a scandal in connection 
with the foreign rice trade are about 
to be made. 
Three prominent firms 
appear to be involved, and rumors 
are current that 
others of even the
